Like all great tnen, Charles 
deGaulle was a mixtur e of c on- 
'"traarclBns~~ F' man of nofailrty ' ' 
.infected withi petty egotism, a 
statesman with world-embracing 
vision yet also of short-sighted 
nationalism, a champion of \ 
democracy bu^ with the 
aristocrat 's ili-concealed contempt 
for the ability of the people to 
govern themselves.

_-Qns possible reason for the 
lack of public concern over this 
threat is the comforting thought 
that no nation or group of 
nations -would t>e irrational 
enough to allow a nuclear war to 
occur t>ecause of the debacle 
that would follow. But threats of 
nuclear exchanges t)etween the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union have endangered the 
world before, sudi as during the 
Cuban missile crisis. And Utere 
have been (and likely will be) 
Incidents where moves to 
initiate a nuclear attack have 
been taken by the United States 
due to the deceiving 
miscalculations of machinery. 

As the arms race continues, 
and the machines of destruction 
become more complex, the 
chance for mechanical- error 
will increase, . But mechanical 
error is not as likiely to be the- 
instigating factor behind a 
nuclear holocaust as a 
.deliberate or unintentional war 
i,.rcex^- brought about by political 
alliances and tensions. 

As more nations acquire 
nuclear armaments, and 
alliances involving nations in 
possession of the tiomb develop,, 
the potential for a world-wide 
' nuclear war to begin vrithout the 
consent of major powers 
becomes evident. This danger 
will tie exacerbated in the near 
future because of the pressures 
of overpopulation and star- 
vation which are rapidly 
overcoming underdeveloped 
areas.

Runs Away 



He may be in a "runaway shelter" or an old friend's home 
By piLL SURFACE 



Ihe other evening, a dis- 
traught couple from Hacken- 
sack, N.J., rushed into a po- 
lice precinct station in New 
York City to report that their 
15-year-old daughter had

gaily free of parental consent, they 
similarly leave grieved parents wonder- 
ing, pnce they vanish, if Ihcy arc dead 
or alive. 

What, then, does a parent do when 
this nightmare strikes? Recalling gris- 
ly headlines about the murder or rape 
of some runaways, far too many par-

the basis that "a wcll-bchavcd child is 
usually well behaved as a runaway and 
the troublemaker at home is likely to 
get into trouble away from home." 

In socking a teen-age runaway, par- 
ents should allow the teener's behavior 
to be their guide in deciding if they can

And you want 
us to drop everything and look for your 
kid first. Wc don't work that way,

ents assume the worst: ineir youngster 
has been lured into either drug-infcstcd 
communes such as the East Village, 
San Francesco's Haight-Ashbury, or 
Chicago's Old Town or one of the no- 
torious types of "families" like that 
headed by Charles "Satan" Manson, 
whose control over small-town runa- 
ways has been dramatized in Ihe mur- 
der trial of actress Sharon Tale. 

F^cgardlcss of the state or town from 
•which a child disappears, the vast ma- 
jority of 20,000 alarms arriving at the 
New York Police Department's Miss- 
ing Persons Unit, for example, empha- 
size that a runaway "is believed to be 
heading for the East Village or Haight- 
Ashbury." 

"That's like guessing a child has run 
either north or south," maintains Cap- 
tain Joseph Lynch, head of the Miss- 
ing Persons Unit. "And it doesn't help 
to locate the child." 

Some children do nm to these hippie 
hangouts if they arc within easy reach. 
But by presuming that a child is a cap- 
tive of them, well-mennin|> jarfnts-

file a missing-persons report, have 
him arrested, and possibly risk harm- 
ful notoriety. 

In one typical reaction, concerned 
parents in upstate New York notified 
local and state police of their Ift-ycar- 
old daughter's, disappearance — then 
went to the nearest newspaper and tel- 
evision statior^ for help in locating her. 
Newsmen described the father's futile 
search for his daughter outside seedy 
"crash pads" in the E.ist Village, and 
raised the distinct possibility that the 
girl had either been sexirally abused, 
forced to live with "speed freaks," steal 
or, s'ell drugs. 

Ihe girl later turned up i/nharmed 
at a relative's house in Massachusetts 
but the family couldn't dispel the pub- 
licity that she probably lived with drug 
addicts. As a result, she needed to 
change schools and undergo psychiatric 
counseling. 

Parents have quietly recovered run- 
away teen-agers by focusing their

If their parents have moved within 
the previous year or two, runaways 
often return to their former neighbor- 

-"haod-TOTtay-wtrtrrotd-tricnds. 'Vhough 
they may be missing as long as 36 
hours, many children have persuaded 
an acquaintance (usually unknown to 
their parents) to let them stay at then 
house under the pretense that they have 
parental permission. 

t^nce the general locality of a run- 
away can be established, parents can- 
not u.ssume thqt police, often preoccu- 
pied with the-rise-it»-viol e nt tr i in e s, can 
readily find him. Whether relying upon 
a poficeman or private detective, hoth 
types of investigators often face ihc 
same frustrating limitation as a pairnl- 
man familiar with teen-age hangnuts 
in Chicago's Old Town. 

"Parents bring us pictures of run- 
aways that were taken a couple yoai 
before or at a graduation," he s.iid. 
"But the runaway has grown, got long 
hair, or fancy glasses. Sometimes kids 
even take all their pictures with them 
so Ihe police can't identify them. Here 
the parent can spot their kid in a 
group halfway across a park. But we 



in tnc iJnttcd States faced this type of 
crisis. Small children have always nm, 
or wandered, away from home only to 
be found, after a harrowing search, 
seldom farther away than Ihc next 
block. But now this problem has been 
compounded by the unprecedented 
number of prcteens and teen-agers who 
are fleeing from their homes. With bi- 
cycles, hit(Jihiking. and marathon rodk 
festivals now in style, more than one 
and a half million children^ — about 65 
percent of them girls — were missing 
from home long enough last year to be 
reported to local police as "runaways." 
Though police were able to find only a 
small percentage of the missing chil- 
dren, they still arrcs'ted 149.052 young- 
sters under 1 8 years old as runaways. 
Of these, 5«,a85 were less than 15 
years old and <t,929 were under 10. 
Though countless other ruQaways have 
reached thCTr T KTh birthday and 'are le- 



havc caused runaways to sufTtr more 
from the stigma of their indiscretion 
than anything that occurred while they 
were away. A parent should act, em-

Innumerable parents have pri")niptly 
located runaway teen-agers by conl.ici- 
ing either the pastor, church-supported 
organTzation or "runaway shcltcrr 
which can be found in almost every 
urban area or college town where run 
aways congregate. Often called ihi- 
"runaway minister," many such clcr(;v- 
men (and their staffs) mainfain r.ip- 
port with disillusioned runaways by 
refusing to tell cither police or parents 
of their whereabouts after they .isk foi 
food or lodging. But once a parent "con- 
tacts thcmr the- clergymen frequently 
act as intcnmcdiaries to persuade the 
child 10 return home. By conveying the 
parents' concern rather than anger, 
most clergymen also arc able to rediic 
differences with the child so skillfullv 
that the runaway, upon seeing his par- 
ents, runs to them instead of from them.

If such clergymen haven't already 
assisted a runaway sought by parents, 
they often enlist the cooperation of the 
church's youth groups. Usually raised 
in the ncighborhooil. these teen-agers 
frequently can detcmiine whether or 
not a new child or runaway has ap- 
peared anywhere in the areav. 

If a day or two passes after a teen- 
ager disappears, parents should remcm- 
ber th at lhc_ child also is Jikcly JU\-hc — 
TooRiog for them. I ns teod of p lotting — 
an elusive escape to a distant state, most 
children are as unprepared to live any- 
where as. the bespectacled small-town 
youngster appearing in bedroom slip- 
pers one night at the Runaway House _ 
in Washington, D.C. Asked how she 
expected to live in the \yintcr without 
shoes or money, the girl replied: "I 
hadn't thought of. that." 

C^nce the glamour or adventure of 
running away fades, a sensible young- 
ster realizes that he faces far greater 
problems away from home than in it. 
Of the runaways reported to police. 
THfire Ihah 55' percent voluntarily re- 
lumed home within 24 hours. Seventy- 
five percent return within three days. 
Even many children still missing after 
«yer3L<?ay» »Ds_ tryiag to. be "foundi' 
rather than mceUy returning home and 
magnifying the problem that caused 
them to leave in the first place. 



Hoping that parent'! will discover 
"clues" to their whereabouts, runaways 
telephone or write fricnd.s and rela- 
tives, Two runaways telephoned police 
in Cambridge, Mass. to offer a "tip" 
that they had been .seen on Harvard 
Square (though Cambridge police were 
not looking for them). In Bcthesda, 
Md., a homesick boy asked a police- 
man: "What do you do to runaway

child, police "missing persons" experts 
recommend that parents follow this 
course of action: 

1 ) Check all rlowts in thr house 

as well as the attic, garage, and base- 
ment. Open all chests, trunks, cartons, 
and cases large enough to hold a 
child. He may have fallen in and be- 
come dazed or may have inadvertently 
locked himscl/ in. 2) Check the homes 
and backyards of neighbors. 3) Check 
candy stores or toy stores in the nearby 
area — the child may have wandered 
into one of them or have g one the re 
dcIiberitcTy wfiSIe gettfng over a "mad" 
at his parents. 4) Notify the local po- 
lice if this quick search fails to pro- 
diice results. 'Even if you feel the child 
is just pouting somewhere and will 
come back on his own, the police 
should be called because someone may 
find him a mile or two away from home 



and brine him to the police station- 
Many parents, once they learn their 
mi-viing offspring arc safe, insist on 
"welcoming" them home with severe 
punishment. But youth coun.sclors say 
that the punishment formula proves 
just one thing to a runaway, be he a 
small child or a teen-ager: Boy, was I 
right about my parents; Next time, I'll 
go where they can't find me and really

A^ost runaways are sincerely trou- 
bled. A study by the National los.Iitutc 
■ for Mental -Health of 1 ,000 runaway 
teen-agers in Prince George's County, 
Md , rrvralrrl that 7^-pftrccot^^of-4hcfB- 
left home because of "'a plain forth- 
right expression of dissatisfaction at 
home or school ... or a conflict within 
the family over such issues as the 
child's choice of friends and his rejec- 
tion of fanjily rules and values." In 
trying to call attention to their griev- 
ances, moreover, many young children 
run away in the hope that they, will be 
caugtUUtKsforcjUicy leave their home or 
their yard. 

According to Clark Blackburn, gen- 
eral director of the Family Services 
Association, parents should remember 
three guideLinss inj!ls.aling_wilhjiU run- 
aways except the incorrigible or per- 
sistent runaway, who may rBquire-^My- 
chiatric counseling: 



I . "Keep cool and don't 'shame' the 
child. Base your thinking on the prem- . 
ISC that something is not right at home. 
Don't adopt the self-righteous app roach 
of 'How could you do this to us after 
all we've done and spent for you?' 

2. "Get out of the punishment busi- 
ness and into self-analysis. Overlook 
the past an.d improve on the present. 
Ask yourself, 'Am I giving my child a 

inraaMianrfiaialiatilnElliBCttj^^ 
an cxtieinc step as trying to escapeT — 
Ask the police or whoever found your 
child what he said to cause him.to .run — 

■ away. Convince the child that he or 
she is loved and can always discuss any

3. "Don't be so strict or so permis- 
sive that a child thinks you're either 
"too bossy' or 'don't care what I do.' 
Set reasonable rules and provide con- 
sistent attention that gives a child se- 
curity in you as a parent. Many chil- 
dren have run away after unexpectedly 
harsh punishment. Sure the 'generation 
gap' may- be so wide that a child doesn't 
want a man-to-man talk that yoiupror.. 
pose. But you can usually open a line 
of communication with patience and 
consistency. 

"The same consistency should be 
jiyt as profitable even if your child 
hasn't nm away," emphasizes BTaelc- 
-btim. "Preventing a runaway crisis is 
still better than solving one." ♦

WHEN YOU HAVE AN UPSET 
STOMACH 

An up-sot slomach can occur for many 
reasons, but generally speaking, the less 
you eat the better olT you will be. The 
host foods are clear liquids, tea, ginger 
ale, and cola drinlcs. Docior Flynn poiiils 
out that during pregnancy upset, stom- 
ach upsets arc sometimes organic as well 
as psychological, and a dry diet is sug- 



gested for first thing in the morning. 
For example, toast, cereal with only a_ 
little milk, or crackers can be easily 
digested,- Liquids should be put off for 
45 minutes to on hour. 

WHEN YOU ARE VERY TIRED 

Doctor Mead comments that when 
you arc very tired it is belter to cat 
something t hat i s easily prepared , such 
as ccrearor a sandwich. It .is betlef to 
iMt u little .".omelhing if you are hungry 
and tired at the same time since it will 
prevent your waking up in the middle 
of ihe night with gnawing hunger pangs. - 

WHEN YOU ARE TAKING A TRIP 

In a travel situation, it is importdnt 
hot to 'ov(:ir-(;iitV''Mhcc 'motion' siclcness 
is a possibility with many people, not 
only 'with children. It can be accen- 
tuated by over-cuting. or by a cold or 



car infection. Doctor Mead suggests 
" that parents with children carry salted 
crackers for snacks whileHjir fong trips 
by automobile. Doctor Flynn adds that 
the important thing is to have the nu- 
trients equal' to a normal day's diet, so 
even if you cat lightly you will still 
have the desired amounts of vitamins, 
minerals, fats, and proteins. 

WHEN YOU DON'T FEEL LIKE 
EATING AT MEAL TIME 

Occasionally, it is not unusual to not 
be hitngry at the regular meal Time. Bolh 
Doctor Mead and Doctor Flynn explain 
that .-IS long as the normal amount of 
vitamins and minerals have been taken 
during the day it is not necessary to 
force yourself to •etit. As a matter of 
fact, they both strongly stressed — espe- 
cially where children arc concerned — 
not to force anyone to cat when he is 



not hungry. Not eating at meal times 
occasionally isn't important unless it' 
becomes habitual. Doctor Flynn stresscsV 
that too many children arc forced to 
eat when young, thcIT develop habits 
of over-eating that continue a lifetime. 
.She urges: "Do not give your family too 
many calories because the excess weight 
that accumulates is perpetuated into 
adulthood and will become a problem. A 
fat child is hurt psychoTogicalty and A 
fat adult physiologically." 

It's important to remember that hu- 
man beings arc affected both emotion- 
ally and physically by temperature 
. changes, by the changes of season, and 
by the activities in which they engage. 
Your diet should be attuned to the state 
of your mind and body at a particular 
time. If you follow the guidelines that 
have been outlined, the food you eat 
will help yuu (o feel and live better. ♦
